D. C. — A review by j 
the Federal Reserve Board indicates i 
th a t the condition of operating banks, | 
particularly in country districts, has j 
improved in recent m onths, as shown 
by the fact that these banks have been 
able to reduce their Indebtedness to the . 
reserve banks, to the R econstruction j 
F inance Corporation and to others. 
The July bulletin of the board in dis- I 
cussing these findings says: 
“ At the sam e tim e progress has been j 
m ade in m aking available to depositors 
funds th a t had been tied up in closed i 
hanks. 
‘‘Banks in 
financial 
centres 
have j 
been out of debt to the Federal Reserve ! 
B anks for a long time and in addition 
have had a large volume of excess re- i 
serves. At the beginning of the year | 
there were still 
many small 
banks I 
throughout the country, however, that ; 
carried a considerable load of indebt- I 
edness. 


Country Banks Reflect Improvement 
“The liquidation of indebtedness by 
these banks reflects in part improve- I 
m ent in business condition and the con- | 
sequent ability of custom ers to repay : 
bank loans which long had been frozen. ] 
, It constitutes a strengthening of the 
banking position.” 
The board pointed out th a t the reduc- ; 
tion of m em ber bank indebtedness has j 
been continuous since the beginning 1 
of 1932 except for a brief period dor- j 
ing the banking crisis In the Spring of 
1933. The review continued: 
“ In 1932 liquidation of indebtedness 
of m em ber banks to the reserve banks ! 
w a s accompanied by an increase of 
their borrowings from the Reconstruc- j 
tion Finance Corporation. In the past I 
year and a half, however, Indebtedness ! 
of m em ber hanks to the Reconstruction ’ 
Finance Corporation has also been re- j 
duced.”

the bank stockholder loses all, pius a 
stock assessm ent. 
“No form of investm ent, except Gov­ 
ern m en t bonds, has suffered as little 
loss as deposits in closed banks, and 
while I appreciate that there is little 
consolation in this fact, those who 
had their savings invested in stocks, 
bonds, m ortgages, real estate, indus­ 
trial investm ents, or in businesses of 
any kind, have had losses very much 
greater, and in a much larger percent­ 
age, than have depositors in closed 
banks. 
“It is for these reasons, and eth ers 
not necessary here to enum erate, that 
it is not possible to justify paying de­ 
positors in closed banks with the ta x ­ 
payers' money.”
